There was a time not all that long ago when the Bears were a Super Bowl contender. In 2010, in 
fact, the Bears won the NFC North and hosted the conference title game. But Jay Cutler left 
that contest early in the second half with an injury the Bears lost to Green Bay 21-14 and they 
haven’t returned to the postseason since. 

In so many ways, the past five-and-a-half seasons have been a tornado of disappointment and 
embarrassment. Here are the Bears’ 10 worst losses this decade. 


10. DEC. 6, 2015 

49ers 26, Bears 20 (OT) 

Coach: John Fox 

Signature play: How’s this for a painful game- 
ender? Busted coverage. Blaine Gabbert to 
Torrey Smith, 71 yards, touchdown. 

Final word: “It’s really not what you’ve done 
last week, it’s what have you done for me lately 
in this league. So you’ve got be ready every 
week and you have to perform at a high level 
and we came up a little short today.’’ -Fox 

9. DEC. 1,2013 

Vikings 23, Bears 20 (OT) 

Coach: Marc Trestman 

Signature play: Robbie Gould’s 47-yard field 
goal for the win in overtime sailed wide right. 
The kick was simply errant. T restman’s decision 


to attempt the kick from that distance on sec- 
ond down was utterly mystifying. 

Final word: “There wasn’t analytics involved as 
much as it was ‘We’re clearly in his range. And 
we’re in the middle of the field.’ ’’ -T restman, 
explaining his decision a day later 

8. OCT. 16, 2016 

Jaguars 17, Bears 16 

Coach: Fox 

Signature play: With just less than 3 minutes 
to play, cornerback Tracy Porter lost his footing 
in coverage against receiver Arrelious Benn. 
With the Bears sending seven rushers on a 
blitz. Porter had no backup. Benn caught the 
ball while sliding, then got up and raced to the 
end zone for a 51-yard go-ahead touchdown. 

Final word: “We’ve got to find a way to 


capitalize. We have to find a way to make it 
happen. Good football teams do that. We’re not 
at that point right now.’’ -tight end Zach Miller 

7. SEPT. 27, 2015 

Seahawks 26, Bears O 

Coach: Fox 

Signature play: Seahawks rookie Tyler Lockett 
broke the game open on the opening kickoff of 
the second half, bursting 105 yards for a touch- 
down to give Seattle a 13-0 lead. 

Final word: “We need to generate more than 
zero points to win games.’’ -Fox, a day after 
the loss 

6. DEC. 11, 2011 

Broncos 13, Bears 10 (OT) 

Coach: Lovie Smith 

Signature play: With the Bears protecting 
a 10-7 lead inside the 2-minute warning, the 
offense had an opportunity to run the clock 
way down. But on a second-down, Marion 
Barber veered too close to the sideline and was 
knocked out of bounds, stopping the clock a 
full 40-45 seconds before it otherwise would 
have. When Barber was stuffed short of a first 
down on the next play, the Broncos had new 


life and capitalized. 

Final word: “If you believe, unbelievable things 
can sometimes be possible. I think that's pretty 
special that we have a team that constantly be- 
lieves and believes in each other.’’ 
-then-Denver quarterback Tim Tebow 

5. DEC. 4, 2011 

Chiefs 10, Bears 3 

Coach: Smith 

Signature play: The only touchdown of a mis- 
erable game came on the final play of the first 
half on a Hail Mary that both Brian Uriacher 
and Chris Conte batted down. Only the ball flut- 
tered right into Dexter McCluster’s arms for a 
38-yard score. 

Final word: “I know [quarterback] Caleb Hanie 
will be blamed for a lot of it, but it’s us as an of- 
fense, overall. We didn’t perform the way we 
needed to." -Smith 

4. NOV. 13, 2016 

Buccaneers 36, Bears 10 

Coach: Fox 

Signature play: The game had already slipped 
away. But Cutler’s third-quarter fumble in the 
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end zone said so much about the Bears’ slop- 
piness throughout the day. The protection 
didn’t hold up. Cutler never felt the pressure. 
And then the quarterback, in his own end zone, 
carelessly tried to throw a pass from down 
around his hip as he was being hit from behind. 
Sack. Strip. Safety. See ya. 

Final word: “Any given week you can win, you 

^^can lose, you can blow somebody out or you 

carTget blown out. It depends on how you ex- 
ecute, your focus coming into it. Obviously, we 
didn’t get the job done today.’’ -Cutler 

Eagles 54, Bears 11 

Coach: Trestman 

Signature play: The Eagles’ final touchdown 
on a dominant night was a 65-yard run by 
Bryce Brown. Shotgun handoff. Untouched. No 
resistance. Thanks for coming by. 

Final word: “We were ready to play this game. 
And we played a terrible football game. I’m 
not going to use any word other than that. We 
were terrible in all three phases.’’ -Trestman 

2. OCT. 26, 2014 

Patriots 51, Bears 23 

Coach: Trestman 

Signature play: Late in the first half, the 
Patriots pass rush got home with Dont’a 
Hightower snagging Cutler as he stepped up 


in the pocket. Rather than take the sack. Cutler 
was careless with his ball security and ap- 
peared to try to push a two-hand chest pass 
toward Matt Forte. Instead, he fumbled. Rob 
Ninkovich picked it up and ran 15 yards for a 
touchdown. 

Final word: “It was like if you blinked too long, 
you were buried. ... Honestly, I’ve never been 
a part of anything like that. I’ve seen it happen 
to other teams. But when it happens to you, it’s 
like, ‘Man.’ You can’t even do that kind of stuff 
on a video game.’’ -left tackle Jermon Bushrod 

1. NOV. 9, 2014 

Packers 55, Bears 14 

Coach: Trestman 

Signature play: On the first play of the second 
quarter, Aaron Rodgers hit Jordy Nelson for 
a 73-yard touchdown pass. A communication 
breakdown in the secondary left Nelson totally 
uncovered, and after the standout receiver 
made his catch at the Bears 40, a frantic effort 
to corral him was unsuccessful. In fact, not a 
single defender touched Nelson on the play, 
with rookie safety Brock Vereen coming the 
closest. It was a microcosm of the entire night. 

Final word: “We’re not a very good football 
team right now. Obviously. We’ve descended 
over the last three weeks and we didn’t make 
any changes or any positive movement after 
the bye. And that starts with me. I’ll leave it at 
that.’’ -Trestman 
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so WHAT HAPPENED SUNDAY? 


While the Bears’ 22-16 loss wasn’t a late col- 
lapse like the one against Jacksonville or a to- 
tal meltdown like the one against Tampa Bay, 
it was annoyingly familiar. Jay Cutler managed 
to lead them to a 16-6 lead in the second quar- 
ter. And the Bears never scored again. The 
rotten cherry on top: a Cutler interception on 
a desperation drive in the waning stages. 

To make matters worse, rookie linebacker 
Leonard Floyd was carted off on a stretcher 
and went directly to the hospital via ambulance. 
Zach Miller, who had a touchdown Sunday also 
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the year.

drama overshadowed the Bears’ reunion 
with former kicker Robbie Gould, who 
missed not one but two extra points. Fitting- 
ly, the Bears’ Connor Barth shanked one as 
well.

What happens? 

Moana Waialiki (Cravalho) is the 16 -year- 
old daughter of the chief of a tribe on the 
fictional island of Motunui in Polynesia, and 
she is torn between her desire to stay and 
help lead her people and wanting to explore 
what lies beyond. In typical Disney fashion, 
tensions between Moana and her father arise 
when she expresses this inner conflict, and 
when famine threatens their community 
she takes off on a voyage across the ocean to 
return the heart of Tehiti, long ago stolen by 
the demigod Maui (Johnson). 

What’S good? 

I mean. Come on. Just read the first two 
paragraphs again. AU of the elements that 
make Disney films as heartwarming and mov- 
ing as they have always been— unless you lack 
a heart or despise anything remotely warm 
and fuzzy— are present: an underdog to root 
for (i.e. a young girl traveling across the vast 


ocean to complete a task that generations 
of those older and wiser couldn’t), uplifting 
music to get stuck in your head (courtesy of 
Lin-Manuel Miranda), an ancient fairytale 
and stunning performances by both Cravalho 
and Johnson, to boot. Peak Disney 

What’S bad? 

As always with Disney movies, you have to 
leave room in your cold dead heart for the 
“rule of cool.” It’s no use getting bogged 
down in the particulars of how the plot 
moves along. Sure, it’s mighty convenient 
that certain things happen at certain times 
or that a character is able to work through an 
impossible task, but get over yourself Disney 
is here to make sure you have a good time, 
not give you a mental workout. 

Final verdict 

I’ll be real with you. It made me cry twice. 

Go see it. 


Dwayne Johnson 
gets animated in 
Disney’s ‘Moana’

Dwayne Johnson knows how movie- 
goers want to see him. 

Strong— as in physically imposing. 
But emotionally tough too. The kind of 
guy who’s the first to walk into a dark 
room. A man whose sheer will inspires 
others to conquer their own demons. 

“There’s a strong audience appetite 
for me in roles where, if there’s a prob- 
lem, I will galvanize people around me 
and I will handle it,” is how he puts it. 

So that’s who the 44-year-old has been 
for us for the past decade. In the “Fast 
and Furious” franchise, as a G.I. Joe or 
Hercules, Johnson has grossed billions 
at the box office as the multicultural ac- 
tion hero who is stiU endearing enough 
to be voted People’s Sexiest Man Alive. 

Which is why at first glance, an ani- 
mated Disney musical doesn’t seem to 
jive with the former WWE star’s image. 
But while the family-friendly “Moana” 
has no gun battles or profane villains, 
the movie still manages to fit into John- 
son’s wheelhouse. In the PG-rated film 
the actor voices Maui, a tattooed, mus- 
cle-bound demigod who must swallow 
his pride to help the film’s young hero- 
ine, Moana (Auli’i Cravalho), save her 
Polynesian island. 

Johnson, who grew up in Hawaii and 
has his own biceps tattooed to repre- 
sent his Samoan roots, saw “Moana” as 
an opportunity to showcase Polynesian 
culture to the world. But he also liked 
the challenge of taking on Lin-Manuel 
Miranda’s songs — singing in public for 
the first time since he was young, when 
he sat around with his family a ukulele 
and a few drinks. 

As he moved out of his comfort zone, 
Johnson relied heavily on “Hamilton” 
creator Miranda to coach him through 
his vocals— signing on for 20 -minute 
Skype sessions with the sometimes still- 
costumed Broadway star whenever he 
was offstage. Once Miranda felt com- 
fortable with Johnson’s vocal ability, he 
urged the fledgling singer to infuse the 
performance with bravado. 

“The technical thing, I wasn’t worried 
about,” Miranda explained. “The fun of 
it was the Rock’s persona and how it 
dovetails with Maui. We’re basically just 
elevating {that} because the Rock is like 
a god among us— he’s a mountain of a 
man.”

Great ingredients don’t 
make a great movie 


Brad Pitt has been 
in the news far more 
than usual these past 
few months, making 
it nearly impos- 
sible to forget that 
‘Allied,” the latest 
offering from Robert Zemeckis, was initially 
said to be at the root of Pitt’s very public split 
from actress Angelina Jolie. All of the drama 
surrounding Pitt’s involvement steals the 
spotlight from the true star of the film, the 
brilliant Marion Cotillard, who single-hand- 
edly carries the film through to its (admit- 
tedly very predictable) ending. 

What happens? 

Allied Forces spy Max Vatan (Pitt) is put 
on assignment in French Morocco in 1942, 
taking on the role of husband to undercover 
French Resistance fighter Marianne Beause- 
jour (CotiUard). Once their mission to assas- 
sinate the German ambassador is complete, 
the two reunite in London, where they marry 
and have a child together. Just as all seems 
relatively calm, Vatan is warned that his wife 
might be a German sleeper spy assuming the 
identity of Beausejour, who died years earlier. 
Given orders to either kill his wife or be 
executed alongside her for treason, he goes 
on a mission to prove her innocence. 

What’S good? 

Cotillard continuously keeps you guessing 


about her character’s motivations in a way 
that, with a little help, could have saved the 
plot from its predictability Until the very 
end, you’re unsure what exactly is going on in 
Beausejour’s — or fake-Beausejour’s — mind. 
Set against the backdrop of World War II at 
its height, Zemeckis creates a tone of ever- 
present danger and uneasiness that infiltrates 
even the most intimate of moments between 
characters. Just as was reality for those who 
lived through the second World War, nobody 
in the film is to be wholly trusted. 

What’S bad? 

Against Cotillard’s performance, Pitt falls 
flat as the Canadian white bread character 
of Vatan. The role is too straightforward and 
one-dimensional to allow Pitt (who is fairly 
white bread himself) to stretch his legs as he 
can in roles that incorporate some edge or 
humor. 

Without a partner to match her, Cotil- 
lard’s performance isn’t enough to salvage 
the predictability of the ending, despite 
half-witted attempts to convince Vatan— and 
by extension, the audience— that all is not 
as it seems. The pacing also feels off, with far 
too little time devoted to fleshing out the 
mystery of Beausejour’s true allegiance. 

Final verdict 

It is, in a phrase, “very OK.” You might enjoy 
it, but you aren’t missing anything if you 
decide to sit this one out.
